Earnest Mull’s Dog Dies After Queer 


Actions and Strict Watch for 


Rabies will be Kept 


Two mad dog scares 
developed 
today in Rush county, according to 
local officers, who are preparing to 
enforce rigid quarantine regulations 
on Thursday, and effort will he made 
to prevent any spread 
of 
rabies 
which is raging in different parts of 
the state. 
Harold Clifton, living near R al­ 
eigh, reported this afternoon that he 
was bitten Sunday afternoon by 
a 
bull dog owned hy Thomas 
IIeel.;, 
east of Raleigh, and he was attempt­ 
ing to secure an order to have the 
dog killed and the head tested 
for 
rabies. 
According to Mr. Clifton, the dog 
lurched at him and sank its tooth in 
his upper right leg, 
causing 
him 
much pain today. He stated that the 
owner of the dog did not want 
to 
kill it, and it was expected that an 
order to shoot the dog would he is­ 
sued from the office o f Dr. E. 
i. 
Wooden, county health officer, 
to­ 
day. 
A dog owned by Ernest Mull, liv­ 
ing southwest of Rushville, 
acted 
strangely this morning, lie reported 
to Sheriff Coons 
this 
afternoon.; 
The dog ran around in circles, and 
finally died. As fa r as could he de­ 
termined, it had not bitten anything, 
and the dog will be buried. The stock 
on the farm will have to he watched, 
it was stated, as any stock 
that 
might have been bitten, would devel­ 
op rabies, if the dog had been mad. 
The strict quarantine on dogs will 
be in effect Thursday, and officers 
are preparing to kil'kl all stray dogs, 
or those appearing on the 
streets 
without muzzles. 
Mr. Mull notified the sheriff in an 
effort to find out whether it 
would 
be necessary to send the dog’s head 
into the state laboratories, but 
in 
view of the fact that no stock was 
seen to have been bitten, Dr. Wood­ 
en advised that the dog be buried 
and that other stock 
should 
he 
watched for any developments. 
Mr. Clifton was much concerned 
because the dog lurched 
at 
him 
without warning, and as lie 
was 
walking along the road. Hi* co n su lt­ 
ed two veterinarians, he said, 
and 
they both urged that the 
dog 
be 
killed so that the bead could be sent 
into the state department, in order 
to protect stock of fanners living 
in and around Raleigh.

— Luther Burbank, in death 
today 
received the tribute 
of 
mourning 
from a world his genius-had 
made 
more beautiful. 
The plant wizard died yesterday 
at the age of 77. He passed peace­ 
fully, skeptical as to a liie in 
the 
hereafter. His conviction that 
life 
did not exist beyond the grave 
re­ 
mained unfaltering as he 
breathed 
his last. 
Such an unorthodox belief 
has­ 
tened the end. Iiis pronouncements 
of his beliefs precipitated a ilood of 
protests. It was too much of a strain 
to answer each thundering 
letter, 
yet this Burbank attempted to 
do. 
His calmness was tried sorely 
the nerves and heart of 
his 
staunch frame 
were 
affected, 
died as might one of the plants 
nurtured had it been subjected 
fullv to the elements. 
Santa Rosa will hold a memorial 
service for its most beloved citizen 
in the I rank Doyle Memorial park 
Wednesday afternoon. No religious 
rites will 
compose 
the ceremonies. 
Burial is to be private, with only the 
immediate family present.

dr esses by Dr. E. S. Shumaker, su-

saloon league, in which lie denounc­ 
ed the beer tonic order as the enter­ 
ing wedge toward modification 
of 
the dry laws. 
The conference asked the board 
of trustees of DePauw university to 
investigate the conduct of AYalter 
R. Bundy, formerly of Spiceland and 
now professor in the Bible depart­ 
ment at the Methodist school. It was 
charged that he was following Me­ 
thodist dsicipline. No charges were 
preferred against his qualifications 
as a teacher. 


Gary, Ind., April 1 2 — (U.R)— AATiile 
a hysterical woman today 
pleaded 
with him to admit that he slew her 
husband for her love, AAA A.

aldson, 33, admitted to police that 
lie shot and killed Joseph Mullins 
last Thursday night so that lie and 
Airs. Mullins would be free to carry 
on a “ love affair.” 
Donaldson made his 
confession 
while Airs. Alullins sobbed 
hysteri­ 
cally, admitting her part in 
the 
affair and begging him to 
confess 
that he fired the fatal shots, after 
the murder had been planned bv the 
two. 
“ AAV worked this thing out 
to­ 
gether.” he said. “ Virginia and 
I 
planned to kill him last 
Tuesday 
night. She was to take him walking 
and I was to shoot him. But Alullins 
insisted on going another way. The 
same thing happened again Wednes­ 
day night. But then on 
Thursday 
we went to the park and 
selected 
the exact spot at which

would 
stand to kill him. Then we planned 
on how Virginia would get him

“ Thursday night I went to work 
at 4 o’clock.

Burbank 


Fifty-one years ago a man about 
20 years old arrived in Santa Rosa, 
Calif., looked the place over, liked 
it ami decided to settle down. Santa 
Rosa «lid not then realize that 
it 
was to become world famous 
be­ 
cause of the decision of this frail, 
obscure young man. 
Luther Burbank, whose name has 
become a household word in a half 
century, lived to see 
himself 
a c ­ 
claimed the world’s greatest n atu r­ 
alise. 
His death was hastened by a re- 
Jigioiis controversy which developed 
when In* recently announced his dis­ 
belief in a life hereafter. lie brought 
down upon himself an avalaneh of 
eiticism, and endeavoring to reply 
to every personal 
letter 
received, 
the plant wizard weakened himself 
and did not possess the vitality 
to 
regain the robust 
health he 
had 
acquired through outdoor work. 
The basic principle of Burbank’s 
work was the Darwinian principle of 
“ unit c h a ra c te rs” in heredity. The 
principle is simply that certain cha­ 
racteristics are transmitted 
from 
parents to descendants a> units and 
do not divide in hybridizing. 
For example, the **angora*' 
oi 
long haired characteristic in 
eats, 
rabbits and goals is a unit charac­ 
ter. If an angora eat can be muted 
with a common eat, some 
of 
the 
progeny will probably be long-haired 
and a part short-haired, but 
there 
iwill be none with hair half way 
in 
length between the two. But in 
ail 
animals occur what are sometimes 
called “ fre a k s” or varieties 
that 
are reversions to the 
characteris­ 
tics o f some ancestor. It was 
ob­ 
vious, therefore, that the 
primary 
problem o f Burbank and others who 
did similar work was to 
discover 
and perpetuate desirable unit ch ar­ 
acters. 
This is the work in which Burbank 
spent his ilfe. He did not make new 
laws of nature but adapted existing 
laws. The work required a vast a- 
lnount of study and 
experimenta­ 
tion. Burbank’s s u c c e s s 
was 
due 
largely to the scale on 
which 
he 
worked, for it is rare for nature to 
bring together in 
plant or animal 
a number of unit characters 
that 
are desirable. 
In his experiments with 
black­ 
berries, Burbank raised 40,000 hy ­ 
brid plants and from these he 
ob­ 
tained but one having the properties 
that he wanted. The rest he pulled 
up and burned. 
The results he 
obtained 
were 
worth all of the effort he expended. 
The United States 
department 
of 
agriculture once estimated that his 
improvements in the 
potato 
alone 
were worth over $17,000,000 to the 
country. 
The 
Carnegie 
Institute 
granted him $10,000 a year for ten 
w a rs 1 o >e used for iiis experiments. 
Bur! ank never became materially 
w ealthy, though he 
had an 
oppoi- 
1 unity to make a fortune. His 
love 
for vvhat he was doing so engrossed 
him that he 
sight of any linan- 
( ,il gain. And to this fact, 
more 
than any other, may be attributed 
his signal success us a naturalist.

According to Mr. Clifton, the dog 


lurched at him and sank its tooth Jn 
liis aipper right leg, 
causing him 


much pain today. He stated that the 
owner of the dog did not want to 
kill it, and it was -expected that an 
order to shoot the dog would be is- 
sued from the office of Dr. E. 
Wooden, .county health ofliccr, to- 
day. 


A 'dog owned by Ernest Mull, liv- 


ing southwest of Rushville, acted 
steangely this morning, he reported 
to Sheriff Coons this 
afternoon. 


The dog ran around in circles, and 
finally died. As far as «ould be de- 
termined, it had not ibitten anything, 
and the dog .•will ibe buried. The stock 
on 4he farm iwill have to be watched, 
it <was stated, as any stock that 
might have been bitten, would devel- 
op rabies, if the dog Jiad been mad. 


The strict quarantine on dogs will 


lie in .effect Thursday, and officers 
ar« ipreparing to kilkl all stray dogs, 
or those appearing on the streets 
without muzzles.

Fitly-one years ago a . man about 


2(i years -old arrived iu Santa Rosa, 
Calif., looked the place over, liked 
it and decided tu settle down. Santa 
iiosa did not then realize that 
it 


was to 'become world famous 
be- 


cause of the decision of this frail, 
obscure young man. 


Luther Barbank, whose name has 


become a household word in a half 
century, lived to see himself 
ac- 


claimed the world's greatest natur- 
alist. 


His ilealh was hastened by a rc- 


jigious controversy which developed 
when he recently announced his dis- 
belief in a lift- hereafter. He brought 
down upon himself an avalanch of 
(•iticism, and endeavoring to reply 
to every personal letter 
received, 


the plant wizard weakened himself 
and <lid not possess the vitality 
to 


regain the robust health he 
had 


acquired through outdoor work. 


The basic principle of Burbank's 


work was the Darwinian principle of 
"unit characters" in heredity. The 
principle is simply that certain cha- 
racteristics are transmitted 
from 


parents to descendants as units and 
do not divide in hybridizing. 


For qxample, the "angora" 
o4 


long haired characteristic in cats, 
rabbits and goats is a unit charac- 
ter. If an angora cat can be mated 
with a cumuion cut, some of the 
progeny will probably be long-haired 
and a part short-haired, -but there 
will be none with hair half way in 
length 'between the two. But in all 
animals occur what are sometimes 
vailed "freaks" or varieties 
that 


arc reversions to the characteris- 
tics of some ancestor. It was ob- 
vious, then-fore, that the 
primary 


problem of Burbank and others who 
did similar work was to 
discover 


and perpetuate desirable unit char- 
acters. 


This is the work in which Burbank 


spent his ilf-o. He did not jnake new 
laws of nature but adapted existing 
laws. The work required a vast a- 
muunt of study and 
experimenta- 


tion. Burbank's success 
was due: 


largely to the scale on 
which he 


worked, for it is rare for nature to: 
Hiring together in a .plant or animal* 
a number of unit characters that' 
are desirable. 


In his experiments with 
black- 


berries. Burbank raised -40,'000 hy- 
brid plants and from these he ob- 
tained but one having the properties 
that he wanted. The rest he pulled 
up and iburncd. 


The results he 
obtained 
were 


worth all -of the effort 3ie expended. 
The United States department of 
agriculture once estimated that his 
improvements in the potato alone 
were worth over $17,000,000 to Ihe 
country. 
The Carnegie Institute 


granted him $lfl,'Q(K) a yoar for ten 
years to ftp used for his experiments. 


Bnrliiink nevu- became materially 


wealthy, though lie had an oppoi- 
1 unity to make a fortune. His love 
for wliat he was doing so engrossed 
liim that he lost sight of any finan- 


c -ial gain. And to this fad, 
more 


than any oilier, may be attributed 
his signal success as a naturalist.
